Matter concernyng the Hoſpitall of Sainte Kateryns nye the Tower of London. 


The full tenore of the firſt charture, which noble quene Elynore obteyned at 
bir ſones hande (I trowe kynge Edward the Firſt) touchyng the firſt foundacione 
of that hoſpital, I cannot reporte, bycauſe I have not that charture here. Thus 
moche I underſtande to be true, that the ſaid quene in hir widdowed, the yere of 
o Lord. M. Lx and ſome odde, did, w* the. conſent of the buſhope of. London 
that then was, erect and ſtabliſhe an hoſpitall of Sanct Kateryn wioute the Tower 
of London, and made one brother Thomas Lychlayd ſirſt maſter and cuſtos of 
that ſaid hoſpitall, wi certeyn brethren preiſts ther io 5ve God after ſuch rewle 
and ordre as was then appoynted them, enduyng them w* certeyn tenementes and

| ; | After this, quene Philip did ratefie” and. confirme all that quene Elynore had 
EE doon; and did enereaſe the heredyments, howmoche I can not tell. And ſhe made 
ſundrie ſtatutes for the ſaid Hoſpitall; amongſt which, one was, that whoſoev' 
ſnuld be maſter of the ſaid Hoſpitall muſt be a preiſt, and make a certeyn. profeſ- 
1 ſion, as all the brethren and ſuſters muſt do, expreſly to live chaſt, and to kepe 
1 an order of y*® rewll ecclefiaſticall, and a certeyn kynd of garment ; nor that any 
e of the brethren or fiſters ſhuld haue any thyng propet to themſellves wioute 
© licence of the maſter, to whome thei profeffe obedience; w* many other meke, 
devoute, and as was thought then religiouſe ordinances. © How theſe ſtatutes we 
. others were obsved, or by any quenes authoritie chaunged, I can not lerne: for all 
| monuments and bookes of ſtatutes were w'drawn and made away in the ſhorte 
tyme of Sr Thomas Seamar, lord admirall of Ingland, beyng maſter ther by the 
gift of quene Kateryn Par. But how that houfe was uſid, and what ordre was kept 
rhereyn for fiftie yeres or mo, before the lord admyrall; and after hym Sr Francys 
Flemmyng knyght, both mear temporall men, and ſpecyally of an old honeſt wo- 
man that had been ſiſter of the Hoſpitall aboue fortie yers, and died but in Lent 
laſt, as could well reporte. Ther was allway, before the two tempall maſters 
aboue named, a preiſt maſter, Wi thre brethren preiſts, and one or two ſynging 
prieſtes, beſides certeyn ſyngyng men clarkes, -w* ſyngyng chyldren; and thele kept 
daly Svice, ſom in the churche; and the maſter kept his table; and all the reſt had 
ther comons provided for them wiyn the hoſpitall ; ſo that in theſe days, and the 
rather becauſe the houſe payed no rentes as it now doth, and all vitells moch bei- 
ter chep than now, ther was a comendable hoſpitalitie kept, and a good quere. 
The fiſters and the poor bedwemen had ther ſtipends and kept coffions at home, but 
certeyn pitten daies thei dyned at the maſters table. Ther common Svitors the M 
bad, as butler, cookes, porter, lawnder, barbar, and others. But when the howſe 
came to Mr. Seamar's hands, and after to Mr. Flemmyng's, all the plate of the houſe 
Y and of the church . all other houſeſold ſtuffe was widrawn, and no hoſpitalitie of 
"Mc 1 houſhold kept, nor daly vice w* any queremen, onely the thre preiſtes brethren, 
4 | who maried, and then took Tteyn ſtipend, and ſo ye and yr wives lived as thei lift in 
ther chambres, and the ſiſters and poore bedwen had ther ſtipends; and ſo the mal- 
ter tooke all the hole revenue beſides to his own ſelfe, and the edifyyng of the 
houſe did wonderfully decay, &c. Now may it like yo* honor to underſtand, that 
1 have declared the man? of my comyng to be maſter there, and of Mr. Flemmyngs 
depairture from it, at full to my lord treſorer and others the quenenes maieſties 
comy ſhoners, before whom I was.comaunded to anſwere in that behalfe. And ther- 
fore I will not troble yo" honor at this tyme. But how I founde the houſe when 
I firſt entred to it, bayr and voyd of all ſtuff, fore in decay and unrepayred, it!“ 
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not unknown to many; and I did ſet up houſe at my firſt entryng, furnyſhed a 
quere w* ſyngyng me, bought furnuture both for the churche and the houſe, and 
hath ev' fith kept houſe; repacons hath coſt me moche ; and I have payd the rents 
yerely for the whole houſe, wioute any alowance for the brethren and ſuſters 
porcons, or any other ordynary charges. The yerely rentes is xxx l. and ſome deale 
more. And where certeyn rereges were before my time left unpayd, and quene 
Mary was content to remytt them, yet I have of layt payd them. So that, IL aſſure 
yo" honor, the pce of vitells, the repaTons of the decayd church and houles, and 
the ſtipend of Svantes, as well ſyngyng men preiſts and other conſidered, ther. 
could no ſuch gayn grow to me ſyns I was maſter as is ſuſpoſed. And indede of 
late I have had the fewer both preiſts and ſyngyngmen, becauſe I could not get. 
mete ꝑſons for no money. And yet, thow it ſemeth to ſome that I haue bene of 
late a grett getter. by that maſterſhip, I ſhalbe able to declayr that men ar ſore. 
deceyved in ther ſuppoſall, notwiſtandyng my late abſence ;_ which payrily ſeke- 
neſſe forced me to, and payrtly for that the people ther ar grown to ſuch. fro- 
wardneſſe and evill-will toward preiſthoode, that wit my. preſence I can do little 
good, and therfore have no comforte to tarry ther till I may underſtand certeynly 
whether my beyng maſter ſhalbe alowed or no by the quenes maieſtie, for ells I: 
ſhall haue no obedient pſhioners or tennantes ther. But, to make an ende, may it 
lyke your honor to underſtande, that all dueties payd, to the brethren, to the ſiſters, 
and to the poore bedwemen, and other charges as the rents and reparacones de- 
ducted, iff the reſt be thought to moche for the maſter and ſuch ſyngyngmen and 
other 5vantes as of congruence he muſt have, and to kepe honeſt hoſpitalitie in 
his houſe, by the quenes ordinances it may be redreſſed and brought into better 
frame. And as for my office of maſterſhip, I ſubmytt myſelfe to the quenes high- 
neſſe pleaſure; whoſe pleaſure beyng known to me ſhalbe my contencione. Or Lord 
pive hir excellent maieſtie, and graunte hir proſperouſly long to reigne over us; and 
ſend yo" honor long to live in welth and health. Pardon my rudenes, I-humbly

The whole pariſh or precinct of St. Katharine's, is the property and demeſnes 
of the Hoſpital, and, beſides the ſite of the houſe and church, contains 731 houſes, 


All theſe are holden by leaſes of 7, 14, 21, or 40 years; and from fines at the re- | 


newal of them, with ground rent, ariſes the chief eſtate and maintenance of this 
church and hoſpital. _ |

Out of the Exchequer 3 J. 13s. 4 d. granted them by King Edward III. in re- 
compence of a piece of their land, taken partly into the ditch round the Towers 
the reſt of that ground was what is now called Little Tower Hill. 

Queen Philippa, founding a chauntry here in 1 351, gave this boſpital 10 J. in 
land by the year. 

John Holland, duke of Exeter, founded . a chauntry for fad prieſts 16 July, 
1447, each of which was to have 12 marks per annum, payable Wa his manor 
of Muſh Gaddeſden, in Hertfordſhire. 

At the Diſſolution of Religious Houſes, this was valued-at 31 + ©» 2 a. and 
was not involved in the general deſtructions of Haſpitals, Kc. being the only Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Preferment belonging to a Queen Conſort. 

During the Uſurpation in the laſt century, its revenues were alſo preſerved; and 
one Richard Kent was the preacher there, choſen by the people; who received au- 
nually towards his maintenance from the Hoſpital 201, and from the inhabitants 
about 45 J. | 

In 1658, Samuel Slater was appointed the preacher ; and. the cones ſam of 401- 
was granted to him for his maintenance, or for the increaſe of his en 
as it is ſaid in one place. A: preſent each of the brothers hath 40 J. each of the 
ſiſters 201, and each of the bedeſwomen 8 l. a year. The reſt of the revenues 
and profits of the eſtates being known only to the maſters, brothers, and ſiſters, 
they disided them amongſt themſelves,

| Rules and Orders made in the Viſitation of the Hoſpital of St. Catherine near 
the Tower of London, by the Right Honourable John Lord Somers, Baron of 


Eveſham, Lord High Chancellor of England, in order to the due Obſeryation 


of the Charters of Foundation and Statutes of the ſaid Hoſpital ; and for the bet- 
ter Government of the ſaid Hoſpital, and Members thereof, 1698. 


I, That the brothers and ſiſters, and other members of the ſaid Hoſpital, for 


the time being, do behave themſelves dutifully and reverently towards the maſter 
of the (aid. Hoſpital for the time being; and that the maſter carry himſelf in a 


reſpectful and friendly manner toward the ſaid brothers and fiſters for the time 


being, have a due care and regard for the beadſwomen, and for all others belong- 
ing to the ſaid corporation, as becomes members of the ſame body. 


II. That reſidence be duely kept by the maſter and all other members of the 


ſaid Hoſpital for the time being, and divine ſervice in the church or chapel of 
the ſaid Hoſpital be duely and conſtantly performed and attended; and that the 


maſter ſee that the brothers and fiſters, and the ſeveral members, officers and ſer- 


vants of the Hoſpital, perform their reſpective duties; and, in caſe of failure, that 


they be admoniſhed and corrected according to the intent and direction of the 


charters and ſtatutes of the- ſaid Hoſpital. 


III. And, to the end there may be no defect in the celebration of divine ſer- 
vice, and other the duties incumbent upon the brothers of the ſaid Hoſpital, and 
that they may be left without excuſe-in caſe of any default or omiffion ; that at 
ſome chapter of the ſaid Hoſpital, to be held before Lady-day 1699, the maſter, 


brothers, and ſiſters, by act of chapter, do ſet down and eſtabliſh ſome certain 


orders, whereby the brothers for the time being ſhall officiate in the celebration of 
divine ſervice, and other the duties on them incumbent, in the church or chapel 


of the ſaid Hoſpital, by turns, or weekly or monthly courſes, as ſhall appear moſt 


convenient to the ſaid chapter; during which turns or courſes the brothers ſhall 
reſpectively attend or officiate in perſon, unleſs in caſe of ſickneſs, or other law- 
ful excuſe to be previouſly allowed by the maſter, or in his abſence by two of the 
brothers; in which caſe of ſickneſs or abſence, to be allowed as aforeſaid, the ſaid 


brother ſhall procure one of the brothers, or ſome other fit perſon, to cfliciate in

IV. That chapters be duely and frequently held, according to the charters of 


foundation and ſtatures of the ſaid. Hoſpital ; and that all the acts of chapter be

and agreed to, but at ſome following chapter, for the better preventing furprize 
and undue practice.

VII. That, to the intent the annual revenues of the ſaid Hoſpital may be ad- 
vanced, whereby the church and other public buildings of the Hoſpital may be 
kept in good and due repair, the members of the Hoſpital may have a more com- 
fortable ſubſiſtence, and their number may be inereaſed, according to the pious in- 
tention of the royal founder; upon all leaſes hereafter to be renewed or made, of 
any manors or lands belonging to the ſaid Hoſpital, one fourth part at leaſt of 
the real improved yearly value thereof (including the preſent reſerved rents); and 
upon all leaſes hereafter to be renewed or made, of any houſes belonging to the 
faid Hoſpital, one ſixth part at leaſt of the real improved yearly value, ſhall be re- 
ſerved, and made payable during the continuance of ſuch leaſes; and that no leaſes 
or grants be hereafter made of any advowſon, or right of patronage to any re&o- 
ries, vicarages, or ſpiritual. promotions, or of any profits of courts and royalties; 
but that in all leaſes there be proper clauſes inſerted, for excepting the premiſes, 


or renewal of any leaſes, ſhall be publicly agreed on in chapter, and entered in 
the chapter book, as well as expreſſed in the ſeveral leaſes; and ſhall be applied 
to the uſes following; 1. e. one third part thereof ſhall be reſerved and ſet apart, iu 
the firſt place, for repairing of the church, or chapel, or other public buildings be· 
longing to the ſaid Hoſpital, and for defraying of neceſſary ſuits and expences con- 
cerning the revenues of the ſaid Hoſpital, if ſuch ſhall have happened; and after 
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loſpital more convenient for the habitation of the members thereof, ard more 
healthful and beautiful, or for the purchaſing of lands, or for other public uſes 
of the faid Hoſpital-to be approved by the patron or patroneſs thereof for the 


time being: one other third part of the fines ſhall be for the uſe of the maſter 


of the ſaid Hoſpital, in order to encourage his maintaining hoſpitality, and doing 
other pious and charitable things, according to the good intentions of the royal 


founders; and the remaning third part ſhall be divided among the brothers and 
fiſters of the ſaid Hoſpital then in being, ſhare and ſhare alike, for their more 


comfortable ſubſiſtence, and beiter encouragement in performing their reſpective 
duties. . 5 ; | 

IX. That the third part of the ſaid fines, which is to be reſerved for the repair- 
ing and other public ufes of the ſaid Hoſpital as aforeſaid, ſhall be kept in ſome 


fafe place in the ſaid Hoſpital under three diſtin locks and keys; one of which 


keys to remain in the hands of the maſter, the ſecond in the hands of the eldeſt 


brother, and the third in the hands of the eldeſt ſiſter, for the time being, unleſs, 


upon conſideration thereof to be had in chapter, the maſter, brothers, and ſiſters, 
ſhall agree that ſuch money may he more ſafely depoſited and truſted in the hands 


of ſome perſon to be nominated and agreed on in chapter, upon his giving un- 


doubted ſecurity to anſwer the fame upon demand to each of them reſpectively. 


X. That all the annual revenues of the ſaid Hoſpital as. ſhall happen to be 


increaſed upon renewal of leaſes as aforeſaid, ſuch increaſe ſhall be divided and 
applied in manner following. In the firſt place, for doubling the allowances which 
are now made to the poor beadſwomen belonging to the ſaid Hoſpital ; in the next 
place, to increafing the preſent ſtipends of eight pounds per annum to the bro- 
thers of the ſaid Hoſpital, till the ſame "ſhall yearly amount to the ſum of forty 
pounds to each of them reſpectively; and afterwards to increaſing the ſtipends 
now paid to the ſiſters of the ſaid Hoſpital, till rhe ſame ſhall yearly amount to the 


ſum of twenty pounds: and when the ſaid beadfwomen, brothers, and ſiſters, ſhall 


be provided for as aforeſaid, the ſurplus of ſuch increaſed revenues ſhall be applied 
to the uſe of the maſter of the ſaid Hoſpital, until the ſame, together with ſo much 
of the rents as the maſter does now uſually receive to his own uſe, ſhall amount 
in the whole to the yearly ſum of five hundred pounds: And in caſe the annual 
revenues of the ſaid Hoſpital, by the due obſervation of the orders aforeſaid, or by 


the gifts of pious benefactors or otherwiſe, ſhall be farther increaſed ; ſuch increaſe - 


ſhall be applied, in the firſt place, for the addition of another brother, and after- 
wards of another ſiſter, and then of two more beadſwomen, with like allowances 


reſpectively; and afterwards for maintaining a competent number of ſcholars to be 


educated in good literature, and providing a ſchool-houſe, and able ſchool-maſter 
for their inſtruction, and for ſuch other good and charitable purpoles as are ſuit- 
able to the intentions of the royal founders, and ſhall be directed, ordered, and 
eſtabliſned, by the royal patron or patroneſs for the time being. | | 


XI. That with all convenient expedition an exact liſt or inventory be made of 
all charters, grants, books, writings, -evidences, and muniments, belonging to Lis 
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ſaid Hoſpital, with a particular number ſet againſt each of them ; which faid lift, 
or inventory, ſhall be fairly entered in the chaptet-book, and every writing marked 


upon the back with the ſame number as it is marked in the ſame inventory, and 


ſhall be then orderly placed in the cheſt belonging to the ſaid Hoſpital, where 


the common ſeal and evidences of the Hoſpital are appointed to be kept, under 


three locks; the key of one to be kept by the maſter, of the other by the eldeſt 


brother, and of the third by the eldeſt fiſter, every one of which for the time being 


ſhall have in their hands a true catalogue or inventory which, upon their reſpective 
deaths or removals, ſhall be delivered to ſuch as ſhall reſpectively ſucceed them in 


the places of maſter, eldeſt brother, or ſiſter. EY 1 


XII. That when there ſhall be occafion for the peruſal of any of the ſaid wri- 
tings, the ſame ſhall be done in the open chapter, or otherwiſe, in the preſence of 
the ſaid maſter, eldeſt brother, and ſiſter; and when there ſhall be occaſion, for 


the uſe of the Hoſpital, that any of the ſaid writings ſhould be taken out of the 
cheſt, it ſhall be done by conſent of the chapter, and the particular writings, as 
well as the perſon to whom the ſame are delivered, ſhall be mentioned. in the: chap- 


ter- act; and, when ſuch occaſion ſhall be ſerved, the 


: ſaid writings ſhall be forthwith

XIII. That in caſe any of the perſons to whoſe cuſtody the keys are entruſted 
refuſe to produce the ſame, when there is occaſion to uſe the common ſeal, or to re- 
ſort to the ſaid writings, and ſhall continue obſtinate in ſuch refuſal after admoni- 


tion given, and ſuch puniſhment by ſuſpenſion or otherwiſe as may be regularly 
jnflicted upon them in chapter for ſuch refuſal or obſtinacy ; yet no force or vio- 
lence ſhall be uſed, in breaking open the ſaid cheſt, but an humble and ſubmiſſive 
complaint ſhall be made to the patron or patroneſs for the time being. x 


XIV. That, upon making any leaſe, the lefſee be obliged to ſeal and execute

that all counterparts of leaſes be kept in the ſaid cheſt. | = 


XV. That, before Michaelmas 1900, the maſter do cauſe courts of ſurvey to be 
held of the ſeveral manors belonging to the faid. Hoſpital, and exact enquiries and 
preſentments to be made of all things belonging to the ſame, and alſo exact and 
careful ſurveys to be made of all the lands and hereditaments of the ſaid Hoſpital; 
and that the ſame be ſet down in maps, to remain as a memorial, in order to pre- 
vent the diſheriſon of the ſaid Hoſpital ; and that from time to time afterwards, once 
iu ſeven years, ſuch court of ſuryey ſhall be held. "© © 


XVI. That, with all convenient ſpeed, the leaſes of the ſeveral tenants now in 
being be peruſed and conſidered of in chapter, to the end that proper means be 
uſed for obligirg the tenants to anſwer their rents, and other duties and fervices 
reſerved in their leaſes, and to perform their reſpective covenants, for repairs, 

bringing in of the terriers, and other matters tending to the good of the Hoſpital. 


XVII. That, before Chriſtmas and Midſummer every year, the receiver-general 


of the Hoſpital for the 


time being do exhibit in chapter a true and perfect ac- 


count 
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cunt of the rent by him received. for the preceding half year, and of whom * and 


what remains unpaid, and by whom; and that for the time to come no receiver 
general be admitted into the ſaid office till he ſhall have given good ſecurity. 


XVIII. That the commiſſary or official of the juriſdiction of St. Catherine do 


grant no licences for marriages, except where both or one of the parties do live
